DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, Including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
13, 2010 has been entered. 

This Office Action is in response to Applicant's request for continued examination 
(RCE) filed November 15, 2010, and amendment and response to the Final Office 
Action (mailed May 13, 2010), filed October 13, 2010. 

The examiner's amendment as follows was discussed with Applicant's 
representative on October 27, 201 0. A notice of allowance was subsequently prepared, 
but was not mailed until November 1 9, 201 0. The RCE filed November 1 5, 201 0 was 
submitted before the notice of allowance, including the examiner's amendment, was 
mailed. The notice of allowance mailed November 19, 2010 is vacated. Thus, the 
examiner's amendment is repeated in this notice of allowance. 

Claims 1, 5-7, and 22-25 are pending and are examined on the merits herein.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed October 13, 2010 are persuasive. Upon further consideration, the art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest protection under the conditions of pH 5-6. In 
view of Applicant's remarks and further review of the prior art with respect to benzyl and 
ally! protection, it Is considered that the skilled artisan would conclude that Applicant 
had possession of the Invention including allyl protection at pH 5-6 because benzyl and 
allyl groups have similar reactivities and would be expected to react in much the same 
way. The diphenylmethyl protecting group is removed by examiner's amendment set 
forth above. 

Claims 1, 5-7, and 22-25 are allowed.
